PACKET RADIO 


Packet radio is an experimental technology that 
per mits the reliable exchange of data over radio links. 
The word “Packet” comes from the fact that your 
message is sent with certain well defined infor mation 
added (to whom the packet is addressed, who it is from, 
etc). Since this protocol has become widely accepted, 
you can communicate with other local packet users, 
either directly, or through a ‘digital repeater’. 

Work is in progress on a number of exciting 
developments. 1) to design ‘Gateway’ systems, that 
could link a region (like the bay area) to other parts of 
the country! 2) use of satellites as packet repeaters & 
3) experimentation with techniques to permit even 
higher speed transmission of data. If you are interested 
in learing more about packet radio, you should attend 
one of the upcoming ‘Packet Meetings’

Congratulations to the Amateurs of Northern 
California. You helped put a California call to the Top Ten 
in the 1984 ARRL June VHF contest. This is the first time 
this feat has ever been accomplished, and I thank all of 
you for making K6GSS number 8 nationwide. 

This letter is a solicitation, not to work just me, but 
rather, to take a few minutes on Sept. 8 or 9, and QSO all 
the VHF ers participating in the ARRL Sept. QSO party. In 
june, we had over 1100 QSO's with almost 600 on 2 meter 
FM. I believe this number could (should) be double that. 
Therefore, ask a friend to also spend a few minutes on 
VHF on Sspt. 8 or 9. I will be operating 2 meters 
exclusively that weekend, and will be on 147.540 Mhz | 
from my Cupertino QTH. Please call me on any hour 
devisable by 3, ie. 12 noon, 3 pm, 6 pm, etc. Starting 
time is 11 AM local time on Sept. 8 and ending time is 8 
PM Sept. 9.

looking for your contacts on 50, 144, 220, & 432 MHZ. 
The FM frequencies are: 52.525, 146.490, 147.540, 
223.500, & 446.000 Mhz.

HBO 
In the S.F. bay area, Premier Channel is attempting 
to eliminate the unsubscribed reception of their HBO 
broadcasts via the MDS service (2152 Mhz). They hired 
college students to drive all over the bay area looking for 
“suspicious” antennas, writing down the address, and 
sending these people ("18,000) a letter saying - 


1) Take down your antenna. 
2) Sign a form agreeing never to put it back up 
3) Send $300.00 as an “out of court settlement” 


or be added to litigation for damages in excess of 
$1000.00. 


Amateurs who contact the law firm sending the 
letters (addressed from a P.O. Box, but postmarked from 
another city) are removed from any litigation. 


The rason is that the frounds for the suit are based 
on section 605 of the Communications Act of 1934 which 
say it is illegal to receive private communications withou 
authorization. In 1982 president Reagan signed a bill 
which, among other things, exempted radio amateurs 
from that (605) section of the act obstensibly to enable 
amateurs to police their own bands.
